Although celery shipments 
from the Glades increased dur- 
ing the past week and a heavier 
supply of beans were noted, 
total shipments declined from 
the previous week. 

The largest shipment of cel- 
ery for the year left the Glades 
by truck and rail during the 
past seven days. Four hundred 
and sixty carlot equivalents, 225 
by rail alone, failed to push the 
total movement past 785. The 
previous week saw 834 carlots 
move from the area, 422 of them 
celery. 

Celery prices ranged ftom 
$1.25 for 3-dozen crates to $1.50 
for 4s and $2.25 for 6s and 8s. 
Corn supplies were light with 
sales at $3.75 for five-dozen 
crates,

figures projected by the_U. S. 


Labor Department that the 
United States has the manpow- 
er and resources for a much 
higher standard of living dur- 
ing 1960 than in the preceeding 
decade. 

Our manpower potential is 
great enough to increase our 
production of goods by 50%. 
This means that by 1970, we 
can provide our expanding pop- 
ulation with a’ 25% increase in 
its standard of living. 


As projected, the population 
of the U. S. will increase from 
180 million to 208 million; up 
28 million or 15% over the 
past decade. Birth rates are ex- 
pected to remain high; death 
rates to continue to decline. 


Especially rapid population 
increases will occur among 
youth reaching working age. 
The number of people reaching 
18—those ready to enter the 
labor force or college training 
—will increase 2.6 millian from 
1960 to 3.8 in the single year of 
1965. This is a risë of 50%. 


The Problem 
Florida is already one of the 
fastest growing states in the 
Union. The impact of the pro- 
duction boom is almost certain 
to be felt stronger here. 


What are we going to plan 
for this increase? What further 
steps can be taken to provide 
for the working population? The 
answers to some of the ques- 
tions in this-problem will be 
discussed in subsequent articles 
furnished by Manager J. W. 
Mosley of the Florida State 
Employment Service.
